G.s.R. 355(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) read with sub-section (lA) of section 3 of the All

“(3) In granting or refusing permission under sub-rule (1) or sub 
rule (2) to a pensioner for taking up any employment, the Central 
Government shall have regard to the following factors, namely:- 

(i) the nature of employment proposed to be taken up and the 
antecedents of the employer; 

(ii) whether his duties in the employment which he proposes to 
take up might be such as to bring him into conflict with 
Central Government and such other State Govemment(s) 
which the pensioner may have served;
